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Thinking Styles Related to Some Psychological and Personality Traits for Left - 

Handedness University Students

Abstract 

This study aimed to identify the thinking styles for left handedness students in relation to 
gender, optimism - pessimism, extraversion - introversion, and some personality disorders as 
anxiety, depression, obsession, and moody. To achieve tihis aim four apparatus were applied: 
Thinking Style Inventory, Seligman Optimism Scale, Eyzenck Personality Inventory, and 
Emotionality Disorders Scale. The sample of this study consists of (33) male and (35) female from 
Al - Quds Open University students. The results indicated that the right thinking style is common 
for the left - handedness students. Also the results showed that there were no significant differences 
between male and female, optimistic or pessimistic personality, and extravertors or intravertors 
personality traits in thinking styles. On the other hand, there were significant differences with 
emotional personality disorders due to the moody and obsessional disorders. 

The results of this study were discused in light of the above mentioned theoritical 
experimental bases & the recommendations were suggested.
